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ANDRE Villas-Boas has no 
concerns about Jermain 
Defoe burning out and 
instead believes the striker 
is thriving under the pres¬ 
sure of being Tottenham's 
main frontman. 

The 30-year-old has flour¬ 
ished since the Portuguese's 
arrival as he has gone from a 
bit-part player under prede¬ 
cessor Harry Redknapp to the 
side’s first-choice striker. 

Defoe is also featuring regu¬ 
larly for England, but interna¬ 
tional football combined with 
Spurs’ domestic and European 
exertions has raised questions 
as to whether he can cope with 
such demands. 

The former West Ham man 
has featured in 15 matches for 
club and country in the past 
two-and-a-half months, but 
Villas-Boas insists he has no 
concerns about the striker. 

“Let’s compare it to last year. 
People were begging for 
chances and here they are,” 
the former Chelsea manager 
said. 

“Obviously it is a different 
type of situation, but at this 
time of the season I am not 
worried yet. 

“You take out the first three 
games of the season as they 
were separated by a week, 
there were international 
breaks when he played some of 
the games but not all. 

“He still has power and ener¬ 
gy in his legs. Also the possi¬ 
bility of him equalling Teddy 
Sheringham or overtaking 
him on the top ten of 
Tottenham’s goalscorers is 
something that motivates 
him.” 

The pressure on Defoe’s 
shoulders has been intensified 
by the lack of out-and-out 
attacking options at 
Tottenham, although the 
return to fitness of Emmanuel 
Adebayor will help lift the bur¬ 
den on the diminutive striker. 

Villas-Boas hopes the Togo 
international will be available 
after back pain for tomorrow’s 
trip to Southampton, where 
several other key players are 
set to come back into the reck¬ 
oning. 

“Gareth Bale will definitely 
return and Adebayor we will 
have to wait and see,” he said. 

“Mousa Dembele we will 
have to wait and see, although 
he is making good progress. 

“We’ve recovered recently 
Kyle Naughton and Jake 
Livermore so it is opening up a 
bit for us in terms of people 
recovering. 

“It gives us the ability to have 
some fresh legs against 
Southampton.” 

Spurs will, though, definitely 
be without Scott Parker, 
Younes Kaboul and Benoit 
Assou-Ekotto. 

Michael Dawson is also a 
doubt through illness, which 
will means much of the team 
that featured in Slovenia on 
Thursday evening will be 
utilised once again at St 
Mary’s.

draw at NK Maribor and now 
face the challenge of a quick 
turnaround to face Saints. 

“I think we had one of our 
strongest performances 
against Aston Villa after a trip 
to Panathinaikos,” Villas-Boas 
said. 

“This is a shorter trip, cer¬ 


tainly we don’t have the squad 
in-depth to give us the options 
other people might have. 

“I think what we are trying to 
do is not just go through in a 
competition that means a lot to 
the club, but also educate the 
players on this intensity of 
matches that in the end is 


equal to any team playing in 
the Champions League. 

“It is one day more, obvious¬ 
ly, than the others and it is our 
preference to play on Sunday. 

“By that previous example of 
Aston Villa, it leaves us in a 
comfortable position and hope¬ 
fully it won’t take its toll.”

“He is a shining example of how pro¬ 
fessional you need to be to be success¬ 
ful at the top level.” 


Bale will return to Spurs’ starting 
line-up tomorrow having missed their 
last two games following the birth of 
his first child. 

And, judging by the team’s lack of 
penetration in their defeat to Chelsea 
and loss at Maribor, the Londoners 
will welcome back the wide man with 
open arms. 

Before his absence Bale had started 
to rediscover the kind of form that ter¬ 
rorised Inter Milan at White Hart Lane 
two years ago. 

Adkins is aware of Bale’s talents, but 
he insists his men can¬ 
not afford to concen¬ 
trate solely on 
shackling the 
winger tomor¬ 
row. 

“Every player 
in the opposi¬ 
tion is a threat,” 
Adkins said, 
f “To concen¬ 
trate on one 
player means 
you neglect the 
others.” 

Given their inept 
defensive performances 
of late, the south-coast strugglers 
could have been forgiven for wishing 
Bale’s partner had waited another 
week before going in to labour. 

The Saints’ 4-1 thrashing at the 
hands of West Ham highlighted once 



again the defensive frailties that have 
seen the club take only four points 
from their opening eight games. 

Defender Jose Fonte, who was partic¬ 
ularly poor in the defeat at Upton 
Park, admits his team must improve at 
the back. 

“It’s obvious where we have been 
making mistakes. We know that we 
can’t keep on conceding goals like last 
week,” he said. 

“We just need to concentrate and 
make sure we don’t repeat them this 
weekend.” 

Southampton’s poor league form has 
left them second from bottom of the 
table and has raised questions about 
Adkins’ future. 

The former Scunthorpe manager has 
the backing of the majority of Saints 
fans, having guided the club to back- 
to-back promotions, and he insisted 
yesterday that he did not feel his posi¬ 
tion was under threat. 

Indeed Fonte says the 47-year-old 
has been as jolly as ever around the 
training ground this week, despite 
last weekend’s humbling in east 
London. 

“This week he was very enthusiastic, 
as he always is,” Fonte said. 

“He was trying to keep everyone pos¬ 
itive because it’s a long season. 

“We are only eight games in. There 
are a lot more points on the table for us 
to get so we have to make sure we take 
our points on Sunday.”

GARETH Bale was earlier this 
month given the ultimate tribute for 
a Welsh footballer. 

The former Saints starlet was told: 
“You’re better than Ryan Giggs was 
at his peak.” 

The glowing plaudit was delivered 
the way of Wales’ wing wonder by 
Croatia manager Igor Stimac. 

He got his players to double - and 
even triple - mark Bale at times dur¬ 
ing the 2-0 World Cup victory in 
Osijek. 

But Stimac still watched on in fear 
whenever the Welsh star had the 
ball at his feet. 

One surging run at full speed past 
four helpless Croatian players, 
which finished with a blistering shot 
turned aside by goalkeeper Stipe 
Pletikosa, bore the hallmarks of 
Giggs in the Wales number 11 shirt 
during his early-20s pomp. 

Bale’s stunning exploits, first 
against Scotland and then in 
Croatia, have led to inevitable com¬ 
parisons with his predecessor on 
the Welsh wing. 

For years outsiders dubbed Wales 
as a team comprising Giggs plus 10 
others, and a similar analogy is 
being made with Bale and Chris 
Coleman’s Class of 2012. 

But Stimac, who played against 
Giggs many times while he starred 
in the Premier League as a defender 
with West Ham and Derby, reckons 
Bale brings even more to the party

than Ryan the Great. 

“When I was playing in England, I 
came up against Ryan Giggs and, of 
course, he was a good player too, 
world class,” said Stimac. 

“But Bale is better than Giggs. He 
has the skill of Giggs, but he is 
stronger, has more stature and is 
much more difficult for a team to 
deal with because of that. 

“Already Bale is one of the top five 
players in the world, a fantastic 
wonderful footballer.” 

Manchester United superstar 
Giggs scored 12 goals from 64 
Wales games, stretching over a 16- 
year career. 

Bale, whose own Wales bow 
came against Trinidad and Tobago 
in 2006 when he was only 17 with 
just two Saints appearances to his 
name, has already struck nine goals 
for Wales in 38 appearances, his 
run including six in his last six 
matches. 

He has now found the net in six of 
his last seven appearances for his 
country, and has scored their last 
five goals in qualifying. 

Not since Aaron Ramsey’s penalty 
against Switzerland 12 months ago 
has one of his team-mates scored.

I first came across him 
while watching a Saints

Bale, a good player and a 
good lad - he’s Theo’s 
roommate,” replied Don 
Walcott.

ARSENAL finally broke the resis¬ 
tance of stubborn ten-man QPR 
with six minutes remaining to 
claim a much-needed win - and 
keep Saints off the bottom of the 
table. 

Mikel Arteta poked the ball home 
following a desperate goalmouth 
scramble to earn the Gunners a 1- 
0 Barclays Premier League victory 
at a relieved Emirates Stadium. 

Bottom side Rangers shot them¬ 
selves in the foot when Stephane 
Mbia was sent off in the 80th 
minute for inexplicably kicking out 
at Thomas Vermaelen when the 
QPR man lay on the floor. 

And Arsene Wenger’s side even¬ 
tually made them pay, despite 
being frustrated for most of the 
game by a succession of missed 
chances and some fantastic saves 
from Julio Cesar. 

QPR could have equalised in a 
thrilling finish only for Esteban 
Granero and Jamie Mackie to see 
openings go begging. 

Had Mark Hughes’ team earned a 
draw, they would have moved off 
the bottom of the Premier League 
table at Saints’ expense. 

Jack Wilshere returned to the 
Gunners’ starting line-up following 
more than a year out and he was 
the brightest spark before being 
withdrawn midway through the 
second half. 

Winless Reading threw away a 1- 
0 lead and then came from behind 
twice in the final six minutes to 
snatch a 3-3 draw at home to 
Fulham. 

Mikele Leigertwood rifled into the 
top corner from just outside the 
area in the 26th minute to give the 
Royals the lead, but Bryan Ruiz 
levelled with an equally well-struck 
shot just after the half-hour mark 
and Chris Baird's 77th-minute 
header completed the turnaround. 

Garath McCleary made it 2-2 in 
the 85th minute, only for Dimitar 
Berbatov to appear to win it for the 
Cottagers three minutes later. 

But there was more drama to 
come as substitute Hal Robson- 
Kanu struck the equaliser in the 
final minute. 

Aston Villa boss Paul Lambert 
failed to get one over on his old 
side as Norwich were more than 
worth a 1-1 draw at Villa Park.

SAINTS’ heavy defeat at West Ham 
has brought Nigel Adkins’ future at 
the club very much into doubt. 

Is the man who gave us two succes¬ 
sive promotions, and some of the best 
football we’ve seen at St Mary’s, the 
right man for the Premiership? 

It’s the nature of football in the mod¬ 
ern era that “form is temporary, class 
is permanent” is a saying only applied 
to footballers and not their managers. 

You’re only as good as the current 
season and, in this day and age, you’re 
not allowed a blip. 

We seem to have the memory of a 
goldfish when it comes to football. 

Many people are reaching for the 
panic button, many people are ques¬ 
tioning Adkins’ ability as the club lies 
in the relegation zone, desperately 
looking for that run of from that will 
not only get us to safety but cement our 
place in the top flight. 

Many of us are questioning just why 
the club overlooked the defence pre¬ 
season and just why we’re paying such 
a high price for it right now. 

The answer could be a simple one. 

That in not strengthening the 
defence, Adkins made a mistake. 

That our position is down to the play¬ 
ers we have just have not been playing 
to their potential. 

People make mistakes, it’s the nature 
of sport. 

No one is perfect and form dips. 

What makes us sports fans is the abil¬ 
ity to get behind the players, come 
what may. 

It’s that innate sense of loyalty and 
belief that makes sport what it is. 

There have been rumours aplenty on 
the Internet this week about the possi¬ 
bility of Harry Redknapp coming back 
as Adkins’ replacement. 

I’ve commented enough times here 
about my feelings on that happening. 

I simply won’t go to St Mary’s if that 
man was in charge. 

The replies to that statement are pret¬ 
ty routine - “it’s the club that counts, 
not the manager” and that by not going 
I’d be somehow disloyal to the club. 

It’s funny how these feeling of intense 
loyalty only extend to the club and not 
the manager. 

We can attend games, come what 
may, watch dire football and yet still 
come back for more. We’re Saints fans 
and that’s what we do. 

But we can’t extend that emotion to 
the manager; the man who, in this case, 
gave us two of the best years this club 
has ever seen. 

Loyalty is a two-way street. 

Had Liverpool made an approach for 
Adkins last season and he’d gone 
there’d have been uproar. 

Where’s his loyalty? 

How could he leave us? 


A few dodgy results and people are 
actually asking for the return of the 
possibly the biggest turncoat this club 
has ever seen. 

Where’s our loyalty? 

Where are our principles? 

Are we that desperate to avoid relega¬ 
tion that we’d sacrifice our principles 
to finance it? 

Nigel Adkins is the man who gave us 
two successive promotions and gave us 
the best football seen at home for a gen¬ 
eration. 

Harry Redknapp is the man who rele¬ 
gated us, jumped ship and re-joined our 
bitterest rivals and kept them up after 
taking us down. 

Just ask yourself, who is the more 
deserving of our support? 

Like all of us, I want Southampton to 
flourish in the Premier League. 

But at what cost? 

By deserting the man who got us here 
at the very first sign of trouble? 

Yes, a mistake was made. 

The defence should have been 
strengthened and, yes, tactics have 
been suspect of late. 

But that’s no reason for us to sudden¬ 
ly seek to dump the man who has given 
us so much in such a short period of 
time.

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MUCH has been said of Wayne 
Rooney’s first ten years in the 
English Premier League. 

It is hard to believe that he burst on 
the scene as a 16-year-old for Everton on 
October 19, 2002. 

Their opponents that day, Arsenal, 
were on an incredible 30-match unbeaten 
run. 

Rooney’s stunning 25-yard curling 
strike not only brought the Gunners 
down to earth but also made it a notewor¬ 
thy introduction as he became the 
youngest goalscorer in Premier League 
history. 

It provoked rare praise from Arsene 
Wenger, describing Rooney as the 
biggest English talent he had seen 
since his arrival in the country. 

The question being asked is 
whether the 26-year-old has 
reached his full potential? 

If we look at his contribution for 
his club Manchester United, who he 
joined in 2004, Rooney has won four 
Premier League titles, two League 
Cups and the Champions League. 

And, if you like statistics, then his 
goalscoring record shows 181 in 371 
United appearances. 

That ratio is considerably better than 
those of Sir Bobby Charlton - 199 goals - 
George Best and Andrew Cole. 

His eight years at United have proved 
that the £27m outlay by Sir Alex 
Ferguson has been a sound investment, 
with more still to come. 

His Desperate Dan approach has often 
got Rooney into trouble with the authori¬ 
ties, not only at club level but also on the 
international stage. 

He does take it personally if his club or 
country fail to deliver and his hunger for 
success is admirable. 

As with Lionel Messi of Argentina and 
Cristiano Ronaldo of Portugal, Rooney’s 
contribution at national level has been 
questioned. 

In 2004, at the European 
Championships, his four goals made him 
second top goalscorer. 


Sven Goran Eriksson, the England 
manager of that time, compared him with 
Brazilian legend Pele. 

For Rooney and England the following 
three major international tournaments 
have been hugely disappointing, 

Rooney has scored just one goal in those 
tournaments, which is very poor com¬ 
pared to his total of 32 England goals 
which puts his him fifth on his country’s 
ah time list. 

There are certainly mitigating circum¬ 
stances that must be taken into account. 

He carried injuries into the 2006 and 
2010 World Cups and was suspended for 
the opening two games of Euro 2012, his 
own petulance bringing a red card in the 
final qualifier against Montenegro. 

Messi, Ronaldo and Rooney have won 
only one Olympic gold medal between 
them - that by Messi with Argentina in 
2008. 

If we compare the two La Liga stars 
with Rooney, I believe the Englishman 
does more for his team. 

Quite often at club and international 
level he is asked to sacrifice his natural 
role for the benefit of the team, whereas 
the other two are given the freedom and 
licence to play their attacking roles 
unhindered. 

Manchester United and England have 
pinned their hopes on Rooney since he 
was 18. 

His arrival at United was helped in that 
he had world class players around him, 
but at international level you cannot 
shoulder the responsibility on your own. 

That doesn’t happen with other 
European and South American teams 
who produce whole teams full of top tal¬ 
ent. 

Rooney is still young and can still main¬ 
tain the standards he has set for years to 
come. 

In that time he is on course to become 
England’s most caped player and highest 
goalscorer. 

What I can say for sure about Rooney is 
that, whether playing for club or country, 
his absence has a detrimental effect on 
the outcome of the result.

“I feel very, very good, my game is there 
and I’m just itching to play more football, 
and if I get the nod, I have to show what I 
can do because we have got two other 
great strikers at this club who have kept me 
out of the team. 

“I have to make sure if I get my chance, 
that I take it.” 

Ba has already scored six times this sea¬ 
son with Cisse currently on two, although 
he might have added to his tally during 
Thursday night’s 1-0 Europa League victory 
over Club Brugge in which he was twice 
denied by keeper Bojan Jorgacevic. 

Ameobi has only one goal to his name so 
far, the opener in a 3-0 win against 
Bordeaux earlier this month, but is confi¬ 
dent there are more to come. 

He said: “Obviously last season, I didn’t 
get too many, so it’s something I am look¬ 
ing to rectify this season. 

“As a striker, goals breed confidence and 
if I can get as many early on as I can, I 
know my confidence will grow and that can 
only help the team.” 

The Baggies will arrive on Tyneside hop¬ 
ing to repeat their 3-2 victory their last sea¬ 
son, although they will do so to meet a side 
still to hit top form in the league and des¬ 
perate to make up for a 3-0 home defeat by 
Manchester United.

ROBERTO Di Matteo has admit¬ 
ted it is crunch time for his 
new-look Chelsea side ahead 
of tomorrow's mouthwatering 
showdown with Manchester 
United. 

The European champions have 
stormed to the top of the Barclays 
Premier League this season with a 
scintillating new brand of attack¬ 
ing football. 

But they are not quite the finished 
article, a stark reminder of which 
came during what was their first 
major setback of the season in 
Tuesday night’s Champions 
League defeat at Shakhtar 
Donetsk. 

And, with John Terry and Frank 
Lampard both missing for tomor¬ 
row’s clash at Stamford Bridge and 
the following two games through 
suspension and injury, the coming 
days will provide the biggest 
insight yet into how able Chelsea's 
new guard are to cope without two 
of their most talismanic figures. 

“We’ve had a good start, but we 
need to show consistency over a 
long period of time,” said Di 
Matteo, whose side are four points 
clear at the top of the table. 

“We have a busy fixture list now 
coming up. 

“So, it will be a test for us, a chal¬ 
lenge for us, and it will also test the 
depth of our squad. 

“The players that have come in 
have settled in quickly and that’s 
been a big bonus for us, and I think 
thanks to the support as well from 
the club and from all the other 
team members that we already had 
here.” 

Di Matteo has so far succeeded 
where so many before him have

failed by managing a successful 
transition between the blueprint 
first established under Jose 
Mourinho to something more akin 
to the style favoured by Barcelona. 

The Italian was coy about 
whether United would be facing 
the most attractive Chelsea side of 
the Roman Abramovich era tomor¬ 
row. 

“I’ll leave that up to you to decide 
whether it is or not,” said the 
Italian, refusing to reveal whether 
his revolution was meeting with 
the approval of Abramovich, who 
has long demanded more flair in 
the team. 

“Our belief is that, with the play¬ 
ers that we have, it’s our best 
chance to win games, playing like 
this.” 

Chelsea have tried many times to 
do so in the past, but without the 
kind of personnel required, some¬ 
thing they have addressed in dra¬ 
matic fashion by splashing out 
£130m on their front four. 

Di Matteo said: “As a manager, 
you need to be able to adapt to the 
players that you have at your dis¬ 
posal. 

“Because there’s no point, in my 
opinion, playing something that 
your players aren’t comfortable 
with or don’t have the characteris¬ 
tics for it. 

“Of course, we wanted to maybe 
change a little bit the way we 
played last season or over the 
years. Certainly, that was the idea. 

“That’s the club’s idea here, 
everybody’s idea here.” 

Di Matteo has repeatedly spoken

Everton’s record in derbies in the decade 
since Moyes, pictured right, arrived at the 
club has been one of his biggest disap¬ 
pointments, with the Scot having won only 
four of 23 meetings. 

Last season the Toffees finished ahead of 
Liverpool in the table but lost all three 
matches against the Reds, including 
painfully at Wembley in the semi-finals of 
the FA Cup.

Moyes said: “I think we’re much closer. I 
thought we went into the FA Cup semi¬ 
final maybe slight favourites because of 
our form.

“I think we possibly go into this game 
slightly ahead of Liverpool, but we need to 
show it, we need to prove it. We didn’t do it 
in the game at Wembley so we have to try 
to do it in this one.” 

As well as form, Everton can also point to 
other potential advantages. 


Unlike Liverpool, who played in the 
Europa League on Thursday, they have 
had a whole week to prepare, while Reds 
boss Brendan Rodgers will be experienc¬ 
ing his first Merseyside derby, which 
Moyes admits can take some getting used 
to. 

He said: “The way the Premier League is, 
the games are so intense, I do think if you 
can have a free week then it’s better, but if 
you asked me would I like to be in Europe, 
I’d rather be playing in Europe and going 
into a derby than not.” 

Everton will be without suspended play- 
maker Steven Pienaar and injured mid¬ 
fielder Darron Gibson (thigh) but midfield¬ 
er Marouane Fellaini (knee) and full-back 
Tony Hibbert (calf) could make welcome 
returns.

The spotlight was shone in that direction 
at the start of the week and it will be fasci¬ 
nating to see the teamsheet for the 
Tottenham game this weekend.

Is it true that you need only scratch 
the surface of most sports to reveal the 
noxious stench of cheating and corrup¬ 
tion? 

Most of us would like to think not, but 
one wonders whether professional 
cycling has, until very recently, 
remained the only sport tainted by 
alleged drug-infused shenanigans. 

Does it occasionally suit sports gov¬ 
erning bodies to keep any mention or 
suspicion of drug-taking quiet? 

Are administrators simply more inter¬ 
ested in protecting a sport’s ‘image’ 
rather than publicly carpeting the 
cheats? 

Discuss. 

Which brings us to an extremely well- 
researched and wonderfully-written tale 
about the Olympic 100m final in Seoul 
in 1988, Richard Moore’s outstanding 
book, The Dirtiest Race in History. 

The race, writes Moore, “was magi¬ 
cal, thrilling, the stunning denouement 
to one of sport’s most compelling rival¬ 
ries. A race that - we instinctively knew 

- would be remembered long after the 
rest of Seoul had faded in the memo¬ 
ry.” 

As the runners took to their starting 
blocks, however, no one had any idea 
why the race 
would be 
remem¬ 
bered. 

Canadian 
Ben Johnson 
beat 

American 
Carl Lewis in 
a world 
record time 
of 9.79 sec¬ 
onds, but 
even in the 
press confer¬ 
ence after¬ 
wards there was scepticism amongst 
journalists regarding the method of 
Johnson’s victory. 

Three days later, journalistic suspi¬ 
cions were confirmed and Johnson was 
stripped of his gold after testing posi¬ 
tive for taking stanozolol, his medal 
awarded to Lewis. 

Yet Lewis too had tested positive for 
banned stimulants on the eve of the 
Olympics, but his case was dismissed 
by US authorities who accepted his 
excuse of “inadvertent use”. 

So should the gold have gone to 
third-placed Linford Christie? 

Well, it transpires that he too tested 
positive (for pseudoephedrine) during 
the Games and was also cleared 
because of “inadvertent use”. 

Years later, Christie tested positive for 
taking the steroid nandrolone. 

Three other runners in the 100m final 

- Dennis Mitchell, later banned for tak¬ 
ing testosterone, Desai Williams, who 
admitted to taking anabolic steroids 
and Ray Stewart, later banned for life 
while working as a coach - were also 
tainted. 

Only US runner Calvin Smith and 
Brazilian sprinter Robson da Silva enjoy 
unblemished reputations today. 

The intensity and depth of Moore’s 
research make this a fascinating read 
and prompts the reader to wonder

In his place came inexperienced 
Paolo Gazzaniga, with only a handful 
of games in League 2 at Gillingham to 
his name.

That game was only a brief respite 
for Saints’ defensive frailities, 
though, and the young Spaniard was 
beaten three times in the first half on 
his next outing at Everton. 

He then conceded two more in the 
draw at home to Fulham, but it would 
be harsh in the extreme to blame him 
for either of the goals. 

However, Adkins saw it somewhat 
different and from No 1 choice keeper 
Gazzaniga was relegated to No 3 at 
Upton Park last weekend. 

The far more experienced Artur 
Boruc was handed his Saints debut, 
and duly suffered a baptism of fire.

Throw in the fact that Danny Fox 
has struggled on his return to the 
Premier League - the left back played 
for Burnley when they were relegat¬ 
ed from the top flight in 2009/10 - and 
it is easy to sympathise with Adkins. 

But Adam Lallana was right when 
he said after the Upton Park defeat 
‘you make your own luck in this 
league.’ 

With their deeply flawed summer 
transfer window policy, the club have 
been left too short of quality defen¬ 
sive options. 

In came strikers Jay Rodriguez and 
Emmanuel Mayuka and attacking 
midfielder Gaston Ramirez, for a 
combined fee of around £23m. 
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After the closure of the window, 
there was then news that Saints 
are keen to sign Alesandro Del 
Piero. 

Exactly what the squad didn’t 
need, another attack-minded play¬ 
er. What on earth was going on? 

Both Jose Fonte and Jos 
Hooiveld have been found wanti¬ 
ng in central defence. 

Maya Yoshida can also play in 
the centre, though he is still try¬ 
ing to come to terms with the 
Premier League quality and pace. 

In recent games he has played at 
right back against Fulham and 
left back against West Ham, and 
didn’t look happy in either role. 

Fox, despite having played two 
World Cup qualifiers for Scotland 
during the international break, 
wasn’t even in the matchday 
squad at Upton Park. 

He might have been injured, but 
manager Nigel Adkins wasn’t 
asked about the defender’s 
absence so we don’t know 


If he wasn’t injured and just not 
selected, it probably says a lot 
about the state of the Scottish 
game at the moment, as much as it 
does about Fox’s performances for 
Saints this term. 

Fox might well return against 
Tottenham this weekend - I 
repeat, Adkins hasn’t got many 
options - but if he did it would pre¬ 
sent a new problem. 

Playing for Scotland against 
Wales in Cardiff during the recent 
World Cup qualifier, Fox was 
given a torrid evening by ex- 
Saints starlet Gareth Bale. 

Though he normally plays on 
the left flank for club and country, 
Bale was switched to the right 
wing against Scotland. 

Whether that was a tactical 
move in order he could attack 
Fox, it is not known. 

It certainly worked, as Bale had 
the better of Fox all evening, even 
before he scored two late goals to 
give Wales a dramatic victory. 


The thought of Bale sprinting 
down the flanks at St Mary’s this 
weekend, whipping in crosses or 
cutting in to have a shot at goal, 
would surely reduce most home 
fans to nail-biting wrecks given 
their club’s defensive record so 
far. 

Who else is there for Adkins to 
call on at centre half? 

Dan Seaborne, the centre half 
who hasn’t played a league game 
for over a year due to a serious 
head injury? 

Seaborne can also play left back, 
and Adkins was toying with the 
idea of playing him there a few 
weeks ago until he picked up a 
training ground injury. 

Then there is Jack Stephens, a 
teenager signed from Plymouth 
Argyle two years ago. 

He can also play in central 
defence, but it would be sheer 
folly to throw him into the 
Premier League. 

Ex-Eastleigh youngster Aaron 
Martin is currently on a season 


long loan at Championship club 
Crystal Palace. Even if he was 
available, though, it would also be 
a gamble to chuck him in against 
some of the best strikers in world 
football. 

As for the full-back positions, 
Ryan Dickson remains at St 
Mary’s, but ‘why?’ is a good ques¬ 
tion to ask. 

The former Brentford player 
didn’t play a single game in the 
Championship last season, and is 
obviously surplus to require¬ 
ments. Why he wasn’t allowed to 
leave - permanently or on loan - 
in the summer remains a mys¬ 
tery. 

Other mysteries abound, 
though, ones with more serious 
consequences. 

Ones that concern the transfer 
window policy and the lack of 
serious defensive strengthening 
that went on, when it was com¬ 
mon knowledge to most that it 
was a department which needed 
urgent attention. 

It is all well and good for Nigel 
Adkins to talk about remaining 
true to the club’s principles of 
playing football the right way. 

Note the use of the words ‘the 
club’s principles’, not necessarily 
his. 

But this is the Premier League, 
and sometimes you cannot have 
things all your own way. 

Adkins has to understand that it 
is possible to retain good habits - a 
passing game which is pleasing to 
the eye - while having a fairly 
tight defence. 

Swansea managed it last season, 
after all. 

There is nothing wrong with 
having an attack-minded team, 
but so long as it is built on rela¬ 
tively strong foundations. 

Otherwise, there is no point hav¬ 
ing an attack-minded team, cer¬ 
tainly not one that is conceding on 
average three goals a game like 
Saints have been doing. 

It’s no good attempting to play 
like Barcelona in your opponents’ 
half, if you’re defending reckless¬ 
ly in your own half. 

Barca have some world class 
attackers, but also some world 
class defenders too. 

So to sum up, the principles can 
remain the same, but the tactics 
have to be changed. 

I wrote in these very pages last 
week that if Saints carry on being 
the ‘great entertainers’ of 
European football - with their 
games boasting the highest 
amount of goals - then they could 
well be relegated. 

Nothing has changed since then. 

In fact, I’m more certain of it 
now than I was a week ago.

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Bridge is 
back in 
love again 

EX-Saints star Wayne Bridge has 
fallen back in love with football 
at Brighton & Hove Albion. 

The former England left-back 
has played every minute of the 
Seagulls’ 11 Championship since 
signing on loan from Manchester 
City for the season. 

Bridge, 32, only made 11 starts 
in the last two-and-a-half years 
with City. 

He said: “It’s a difficult time, 
especially when you are not 
training with the first team and 
you don't play week in, week out. 

"Not being part of the team you 
kind of lose a love for the game 
and going in every day. 

"Now there has just been a big 
turnaround and I am enjoying 
every day. 

“To know you are going to run 
out on the pitch on a Saturday is 
a big plus.” 

Southampton-born Bridge hails 
from Winchester - he was spot¬ 
ted by Micky Adams while play¬ 
ing Tyro League football for 
Olivers Battery - and went on to 
play 151 games for his home¬ 
town club from 1998-2003. 

But he only made 87 appear¬ 



ances in six years with Chelsea, 
where he moved for £7m - with 
fellow left-back Graeme Le Saux 
heading in the opposite direction 
- when Gordon Strachan was 
still in charge. 

Bridge, above right, who won 
36 England caps, is now more 
settled than he has been for 
many years. 

He has reiterated a desire to 
stay with the Seagulls after end¬ 
ing a five-and-a-half-year goal 
drought with two in as many 
home games against Barnsley 
and Sheffield Wednesday. 

“Coming here you want to 
make a good impression,” said 
Bridge who has now scored as 
many goals for Brighton in 12 
league starts as he did for Saints 
in 151 Premier League appear¬ 
ances. 

“There was a lot of doubt about 
me and whether I still want to 
play. 

“I just want to do well for 
Brighton and hopefully progress 
into the Premier League with 
them.” 

Before this season, Bridge’s 
last competitive goal was for 
Chelsea in a League Cup tie 
against Wycombe in January 
2007. 

Amazingly, his last league goal 
had come in December 2003 - 
scoring for Chelsea in his first 
season with the Blues in a 3-0 
home win against Pompey! 



NIGEL Adkins fielded his third 
goalkeeper in five Premier 
League games last weekend 
when handing Artur Boruc his 
debut at West Ham. 

Kelvin Davis had started the sea¬ 
son as the first choice keeper, but 
was made the scapegoat for the 6-1 
humbling at Arsenal. 

That mean Paolo Gazzaniga was 
handed his first appearance in the 
win against Aston Villa on 
September 22. 

The Spaniard only managed two 
more appearances, though, before 
he was dropped from the matchday 
squad altogether for the trip to West 
Ham. 

The last time a Saints manager 
made so many rapid changes in goal 
in league games was Lawrie 
McMenemy back in 1976/77. 

McMenemy actually fielded three 
different keepers in three successive 
games in October of that season. 

Coin Boulton played the last game 
of his loan spell from Derby in a 6-2 
win at Wolves, with Steve Middleton 
replacing him for a 1-0 victory over 
Hereford. 

McMenemy still wasn’t satisfied, 
though, and brought in 
Sunderland’s 19733 FA Cup winning 
hero Jim Montgomery on loan for 
the next game, a 4-1 success at 
Luton. 

Remarkably, McMenemy was to 
field five different keepers in an 11- 
game league period. 

Apart from the three mentioned, 
Ian Turner was recall after he had 
recovered from an injury before 
McMenemy bought Peter Wells from 
Nottingham Forest. 


stoppers in six First Division games 
in the 1986/87 season - though only 
three were ‘proper’ keepers. 

Tim Flowers was brought in due to 
an injury to Peter Shilton, but frac¬ 
tured his cheekbone against Arsenal 
and was taken off, to be replaced by 
striker Colin Clarke. These were the 
days before goalkeepers were regu¬ 
larly on the subs bench. 

Loanee Eric Nixon was brought in 
for the next game, with Shilton 
returning to action a few weeks later. 

The club fielded three different 
keepers in six leagues games in 


1993/94 - Tim Flowers appearing in 
his last game before leaving, followed 
by Ian Andrews and Dave Beasant. 

In 1996/97 Chris Woods, Beasant 
and Mail Taylor played in the space of 
six Premier League games. 

Thirty years earlier, in Saints’ 
debut top flight campaign of 1966/67, 
Ted Bates at one stage fielded three 
different keepers in seven games. 

Gerry Gurr, handed his debut at 
Chelsea, shipped four in a 4-4 draw 
with regular Dave MacLaren recalled 
the next game. 

But a few weeks later Eric Martin 


Wells made his debut in November 
and was an ever present thereafter to 
the end of the season. 

That wasn’t the first time Saints had 
fielded three different shot-stoppers 
in three successive post-war league 
games. 

Back in 1950/51 Eddiie Thomas, Len 
Stansbridge and Hugh Kelly were 
deployed in Division 2 matches. 

A season later, Saints fielded three 
different keepers in four games - 
Thomas, Stansbridge and Fred 
Kiernan

Cup tie at Newcastle, Smith was back in 
goal.

Hooiveld 
is NOT to 
blame... 

EIGHT games into the season and 
Saints have conceded a ridiculous 24 
Premier League goals, writes LUKE 
TAYLOR. 

In the summer, fans knew that the 
club needed to invest in some quality 
defenders to then strengthen their 
back four despite their team being 
defensively solid in the Championship. 

Moving into the Premier League 
season and Saints have proved they 
are woeful at the back. 

It’s quite clear that Danny Seaborne 
is nowhere near good enough to han¬ 
dle Premier League opposition whilst 
Maya Yoshida is a fish out of water. 

Saying he is not good enough is an 
understatement. 

Then there is Jos Hooiveld, a player 
that contributed massively to Saints 
gaining promotion last season. 

Despite his initial success at Saints, 
Hooiveld hasn’t had the best of starts 
this campaign with the Dutchman 
having already scored two own goals. 

However, I find it hard to under¬ 
stand why numerous Saints fans are 
criticising him and 
pushing the 
majority of the 
blame his way. 

I would push 
it towards his 
partner, Jose 
Fonte. 

The 

Portuguese 
defender has not 
only been poor 
this season but 
towards the end 

of last term he was starting to lose his 
consistency. 

Looking back at last season, if it 
wasn’t for the fact that Saints were 
winning regularly I think Fonte would 
have been found out. 

Looking into the current campaign, 
people have forgotten how Fonte has 
been very poor too. 

Partly the reason they have forgot¬ 
ten is because he emerged the hero 
when scoring twice against Fulham. 

Away from Fonte, playing the likes 
of Yoshida out of position make 

Saints’ job of defending increasingly 
harder, with the Japan international 
not even looking comfortable in 
his regular centre half position. 
Returning to Hooiveld, I feel 
he will succeed in the Premier 
League.

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FASHION. It’s not really my thing. 
Jeans, t-shirt and perhaps a suit 
for work, is the limit of my cou¬ 
ture ambitions. 

If it fits, feels right and I don’t feel 
like an eejit, then I’m fairly happy, 
writes DAN KERINS. 

You can swagger along in your skin¬ 
ny jeans and tell me I’m out of date, 
but I’m really not that bothered. 

Which is why I look on with despair 
about some of the comments I’ve read 
over the last week or so about Saints. 

“Who plays 4-4-2 these days? It’s all 
about 4-3-3,” was one that caught my 
eye, mainly as I didn’t realise forma¬ 
tions were dependent on the latest 
styles. 

I was under the impression that 
were more like screwdrivers than 
dresses - if they work, use them, 
rather than worry about looking out 
of date. 

As we all know, Saints have ditched 
4-4-2 after what I consider to be two 
successful years of using it. 

I’m not overly attached to it, but it 
worked and everyone seemed to know 
what they were doing. Happy days. 

Now, the first team has changed 
over to 4-3-3. In itself, not a bad thing - 
plenty of sides use it. 

The fact that the senior side had to 
change to bring it into line with the 
youth teams seemed odd, but then I’m 
not a coach. I would have thought the 
whole point of the youth structure 


would be to provide new talent for the 
first XI and, as such, should be tai¬ 
lored to suit the first team’s needs 
over the long term. 

What does bother me, is that it does¬ 
n’t seem to be working. 

The defence is looking too exposed 
without adequate cover in front of it. 

The formation is only part of the sys¬ 
tem, but the system now seems set in 
stone and as a result is too inflexible to 
change - although no one really seems 
to know why other than pure bloody 
mindedness. 

Now, an interview with Les Reed on 
the website 2nd Yellow from 
September seems to have given a bit 
more of a clue into how this works. 

Limited 

In it, Reed, says the manager is only 
directly responsible for three first 
team coaches, suggesting that the 
influence he has is limited. 

It also goes on to say that as a conse¬ 
quence any managerial change would 
have little impact, as everything else 
in terms of strategy and culture would 
stay the same. 

Now, exactly what that means is 
open to interpretation, so I’ll let you 
come to your own conclusions. 

What I will say, is that if everything 
at the club will remain the same, what 
benefit can there be from changing the 
manager? 

Some things Adkins has done this 


season have baffled me - mainly how 
Rickie Lambert is being used and the 
use of substitutes. 

Also, why spend £7m striker and 
play him mainly out on the left wing? 

It’s almost as if he’s trying to make 
square pegs fit into round holes. 

More than anything, I fail to under¬ 
stand why we have ditched a formula 
that was working for something else 
which clearly isn’t. Moreover, there’s 
a refusal to try anything else 

The adage goes, that to expect differ¬ 
ent results by doing the same thing is 
a symptom of insanity. 

Someone is being stubborn and 
refusing to admit a mistake. 

I don’t care if it works for 
Barcelona - I only want 
what’s best for Saints. 

Be it, 4-4-2 or 8-1-1, 
tikka-taka or hoof j 
ball, I don’t care. 

What I do care , 
about is that the , 
team is able to , 
settle on some¬ 
thing that works i 
for them. 

Enough of the i 
skinny jeans, 
let’s try some- j 
thing a bit, 
more com¬ 
fortable.

MARC Pugh netted twice as 
Cherries continued their 
remarkable revival under Eddie 
Howe by dishing out a 4-2 
hammering to Carlisle this 
afternoon. 

In another goal-laden thriller, 
Cherries made it four matches 
unbeaten since Howe’s return with 
a clinical attacking display at 
Brunton Park, writes IAN 
WADLEY. 

They led 2-1 at the interval after 
goals from talented winger Pugh 
arrived either side of Liam Noble’s 
18th-minute equaliser. 

And Cherries ensured the points 
in a dominant start to the second 
half which saw Lewis Grabban and 
Lee Barnard extend the advantage 
within 15 minutes of the restart. 

Substitute David Symington’s 
fierce drive gave the hosts hope of 
staging an unlikely comeback but 
there was no way back as Cherries’ 
formidable form continued. 

Boss Howe two changes to the 
team which drew 3-3 at Notts 
County on Tuesday. Charlie 
Daniels returned from suspension 
to fill his usual left-back berth, with 
fit-again Grabban partnering 
Barnard in attack. Both Steve Cook 
and Donal McDermott dropped to 
the bench. 

And having avoided the arduous 
coach journey by jetting to the 
north on Friday, Cherries enjoyed 
a flying start under bright blue 
skies in Cumbria. 

The opening goal, which came on 
eight minutes, owed much to the 
composure of Pugh and a defensive 
slip from Frank Simek. After Harry 
Arter had hit an accurate long ball 
following a quick free-kick, Simek 
failed to deal with the danger, 
allowing Pugh to advance, draw 
keeper Mark Gillespie and then 
coolly fire into an unguarded net. 

The hosts responded quickly and 
David James saved well from Paul 
Thirlwell before, at the other end, 
Shaun MacDonald’s acrobatic vol¬ 


ley flew over from distance. 

Carlisle were looking threaten¬ 
ing, particularly down the left, and 
when they equalised it came follow¬ 
ing good work on that productive 
flank. With Cherries down to 10 
men as Tommy Elphick received 
treatment for a nose injury, 
Carlisle profited by winning a free- 
kick. Cherries failed to clear James 
Berrett’s inswinging delivery and 
Noble made no mistake with the 
loose ball from 12 yards. 

Barnard and Arter both missed 
with chances following a trade¬ 
mark Cherries corner routine. 

But Howe’s men did regain the 
lead on 31 minutes after Pugh had 
again given Simek a torrid time. 
The skilful winger turned the right- 
back inside out before hammering 
home from the narrowest of angles, 
his low drive proving too hot to 
handle for keeper Gillespie. 

James got off his line quickly to 
block Joe Garner’s shot as Greg 
Abbott’s team carved out a clear- 
cut opportunity. 

Under pressure in the closing 
stages of the half, Cherries man¬ 
aged to retain their advantage 
going into the break. 

And the men from Dorset came 
out firing after the interval to seal 
victory. After good work from 
Barnard, Grabban kept his compo¬ 
sure to slot home. Barnard then 
went from provider to finisher as 
his heavily-deflected 20-yard dive 
left Gillespie firmly rooted to the 
spot. 

Substitute Symington left James 
with no chance as he lashed home a 
fierce effort with 14 minutes 
remaining, but fast-improving 
Cherries were not to be denied.

Danny Coid was Lambert’s 
strike partner in their school 
team and they were youth 
teammates at Blackpool, 
writes SIMON WALTER. 

Lambert was thrown on the 
football scrapheap by former 
Blackpool boss Steve 
McMahon, but Coid went on to 
make 317 appearances as the 
club’s right-back - only to be 
loaned to Rotherham when 
they reached the Premier 
League two years ago. 

Similarly, what should be the 
most enjoyable season of 
Lambert’s career, one he has 
worked towards for several 
years, is becoming the oppo¬ 
site. 

“When Southampton’s sea¬ 
son started it was like it was at 
Blackpool a couple of years,” 
says Coid. 

“To start with it was a great 
achievement just to be there. 

“Although I didn’t play in the 
Premier League, just to be in 
the tunnel wishing the lads all 
the best was an experience. 

“You can be a bit star-struck 
playing the likes of Man United 
and Man City early on but you 


can’t afford to be like that in 
the Premier League. 

“That’s now sunk in for 
Southampton, it’s hitting home 
that they need to start picking 
up points.” 

Lambert had scored four 
goals in six Premier League 
starts before the bizarre deci¬ 
sion to drop him to the bench at 
West Ham last week. 

“Southampton have to justify 
why they’ve brought the new 
players in but that’s not a rea¬ 
son to put your top scorer on 
the bench,” says Coid, who 
went to school with Lambert in 
Liverpool and still lives in the 
city. 


“He’s earned the right to be 
playing and I’m not saying that 
because I’m his best mate. 

“A lot of people would agree. 

“He didn’t get Southampton 
in the Premier League on his 
own but his contribution was 
massive and he shouldn’t be 
pushed aside. 

“He makes goals as well as 
scores them and should be 
used regularly down the mid¬ 
dle where he’s at his best. 

“Some strange decisions have 
been made and why he isn’t 
playing is a big question up 
here. 

“Everyone’s puzzled, but you 
can’t put all the blame on Nigel 
Adkins. 

“I don’t know what’s going on 
but he should be given more of 
a chance.” 

Coid, meanwhile, is experi¬ 
encing life at the other end of 
the football spectrum after 
being released by League Two 
Accrington Stanley in the sum¬ 
mer.

GOALKEEPER Gareth Barfbot believes 
AFC Totten are not far away from build¬ 
ing a side that can challenge for 
Southern Premier promotion. 

Having spent the last two seasons with 
Eastleigh in the Blue Square Bet South, 
Barfoot - one of the key figures behind 
Totton’s rise from the Sydenhams Wessex 
League - returned to a very different Stags 
set-up during the summer. 

For one thing, the club had finally left their 
ageing Testwood Park home and moved into 
their plush, new Testwood Stadium HQ, 
which was purpose-built for Conference 
South football. 

For another, there had been a change of 
team manager with former Bashley boss 
Steve Riley replacing Stuart Ritchie, who 
had bowed out after eight success-filled sea¬ 
sons to take on a fresh and, ultimately, fate¬ 
ful new challenge at Havant & Waterlooville. 

Much as Barfoot savoured the opportunity 
to play higher at Eastleigh, he never really 
wanted to leave Totton in the first place. 

“I spent four years at the club waiting for 
the new ground to come along and then got 
shown the door!” he said. 

“I didn’t have to leave, but Totton had just 
signed Jason Harvell and I was told I would 
be third choice behind him and James 
Lester, so I knew I had no future at the club. 

“It’s good to be back though. 

“I’d never played for Steve Riley before, 
but he’s very cool, calm and collected and 
things don’t seem to faze him. 

“He’s a different sort of character to 
Badger (Stuart Ritchie). Whereas Badge was 
very intense and seemed to have the weight 
of the world on his shoulders, Steve’s a lot 
more laid back.” 

Intense he may have been, but Ritchie’s 
record with the Stags was pretty special. 

Just prior to Barfoot joining the club, he 
had guided them to an FA Vase final at the 
new Wembley. The Sydenhams League title 
and subsequent promotion to the Southern 
League quickly followed. 

Barfoot was unfortunate enough to endure 
a double dose of Division One South & West 
play-off heartbreak and had moved to 
Eastleigh before the Stags finally cracked 
promotion as league champions in 2010/11. 

He missed out again last season as Totton 
created national headlines with a fairytale 
journey to the FA Cup second round proper, 
culminating in a home tie against Bristol 
Rovers. 

Until last Saturday, it looked as if Riley’s 
class of 2012/13 could be destined to recreate 
that Cup magic. 

Having dumped out Swindon Supermarine, 
Truro City and Merthyr Town, they were 
blessed with home advantage against divi¬ 
sional rivals Cambridge City. 

But they were punished for some costly 
defensive lapses in a 3-2 defeat, leaving 
Hedge End-based Barfoot to reflect ruefully 
on a fourth failed mission to get beyond the 
fourth qualifying round. 

“I feel like Jonah - I can’t get past it,” he 
said. “When I was at Totton before, we lost 
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at Grays and Bath City, and I was on 
the bench when Eastleigh lost to 
Woking. 

“I’m 31 next month, so 
time’s running out 
although goalkeepers do 
peak late!” 

If Totton are to estab¬ 
lish themselves as a 
Southern Premier force 
this season, Barfoot 
believes they’ve got to fTz 
cut out the silly errors 
- himself included. 

“We deserved to win J 
on effort against 
Cambridge because L 
we didn’t stop going - ^ 
but not with the mis¬ 
takes we made,” he 
said. 

“I was disappointed 
with the second goal. It 
bounced just as I got my 
hand to it and went in 
right next to the post. 

“We know we can 
score goals with the 
firepower we’ve got, 
but we’ve got to cut 
out the sloppy mis¬ 
takes. 

“Cambridge got 
balls in far too easi¬ 
ly, which is a shame 
because we’d been on 
a hell of a run. 

“The atmosphere in 
the dressing room was 
very subdued afterwards 
because everyone knew 
we’d missed out on the 
chance to go forward. 

“It’s still a good achievement 
getting as far as we did, but it’s Y 
an opportunity missed.” 

The last chapter of Ritchie’s > 
Totton story was to lead them to the 
Southern Premier play-off final at 
the first attempt, albeit that it ended 
in defeat at Oxford City. 

Asked if Riley’s new-look side 
could match that achievement, 
Barfoot - now father to daughter 
Sienna, one, and one month-old son 
Harry - said: “We’re not far away, 
but Steve doesn’t have the strength 
in depth Badge had. 

“Stu was spoilt for choice last year 
and had six strikers at one stage. 

“We’ve got young lads on the bench 
who have done well, but they’re not 
experienced. 

“But if we can make the play-offs, 
promotion is achievable - that’s our I 
aim.” J

After a tentative start to the sea¬ 
son, the Oilers climbed to the 
heady heights of tenth with a 2-1 
win over Lymington Town last 
Saturday - their third straight 
home league victory. 

Having a full squad regularly 
available will be crucial to main¬ 
taining that improvement and, if 
Lane has his way, he won’t be los¬ 
ing players to silly suspensions 
brought on by back-chatting to 
match officials. 

“We’re flying high in the discipli¬ 
nary league at the moment. We’re 
second to Newport IoW,” he said. 

“I’ve installed a disciplinary code 
and told the players that I won’t 
fault them for getting booked for a 
foul, but being booked for 
mouthing off at the ref is a no go.” 

Although Fawley are a non-pay¬ 
ing club, Lane will not hesitate to 
hit the players in the pocket if they 
can’t keep their mouths shut. 

“If they’re booked for dissent they 
get a £20 internal fine on top of the 
standard £10 fine,” he said. 

“We’ve only had one player 
booked for dissent this year, so 
we’ve already felt the benefits of 
not giving referees stick. 

“There are two big pluses as far 
as I’m concerned - one, you keep 
your squad together, and, two, I 
don’t see the point of giving loads of 
money to the Hants FA.” 

Having persuaded his players to 
think before they speak, Lane will 
encourage his management team 
to do the same. 

In his view the ‘banter’ between 
the dugouts got a bit out of hand 
last Saturday and he openly admits 
that it was Fawley who threw the 
first stone. 

Lane said: “(Player/assistant 
manager) Callum Earl criticised 
one of the Lymington players and, 
understandably (Lymington man¬ 
ager) Andy Leader reacted. 

“It was only banter, which you 
always get in dugouts, but it was a 
bit OTT on both sides. 

“You don’t slag off other people’s 
players and I must have told my 
dugout to shut up about three 
times.” 

As far as Leader is concerned, it’s

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already forgotten. 

“Football’s football and you all 
shake hands at the end of the 
match,” he said. “But when the 
opposition bench slaughters one of 
your players, as a manager you are 
going to protect him.” 

Having sent Romsey and AFC 
Portchester packing at Long Lane, 
Fawley added Lymington to their 
list of victims - thanks to a last- 
minute winner from former 
Sholing centre-back Rob Flooks.

IT’S not often in park football that 
a £200 bet on a match is laid 
down. 

But when Bush Hill faced Questmap 
in the Southampton Cup, there was so 
more on the line than just money at 
stake. 

Despite the fact Questmap chairman 
Peter Harding put a £200 bet on them to 
win. 

The teams knew each other inside out 
as ten of Questmap’s players used to 
play for Bush Hill. 

Map manager Jamie Stapleton, 29, has 
a special affection for Bush Hill as he 
had looked after the club for ten years 
until 2009. 

Now Stapleton has mixed emotions 
about playing them. 

He said: “This is the first time I’m 
watching Bush Hill and wanting them 
to lose. 

“Both teams know each other well. 

“We’re all mates and we were even in 
the pub having a laugh about the game 
earlier in the week.” 

The tasking facing Questmap was a 
tough assignment. 

Bush Hill are a formidable team, with 
a reputation that is feared in 
Southampton League football, but these 
days it is for the right reasons, as man¬ 
ager Eugene Mcmanus, 41, explained. 

He said: “That reputation we had 
before has changed in recent years. 

“We are feared for our ability on the 
pitch.” 

His team’s success backs that state¬ 
ment up, as they are the most successful 
side in Southampton League football, 
having won the Senior Premier 
Division for four consecutive seasons.

lined with almost a hundred fans 
watching on.

They knew friendships would be 
thrown out of the window for 90 min¬ 
utes.

“But we’ve had such an horrendous 
time with a catalogue of injury and 
unavailability.

“I’m not one to go in the papers 
every week blaming this and that 
for our results. 

“We’ve got enough players regis¬ 
tered and we are still able to field a 
full team for every game. 

“But most weeks we’ve had seven 
or eight first-team players out and 
we get no continuity whatsoever. 
It’s been like that for two months. 

“Jack Igglesden’s just come back 
from a hamstring problem and now 
he’s rolled his ankle. 

“Carlos Geteski was out for seven 
weeks and couldn’t get through the 
warm-up at Portchester and we’ve 
lost Eddie Barnes-Andrews and 
Sam James who have gone to 
America for three weeks. 

“Luke Watts is playing but he’s 
not fully fit and Dan Pancaldi came 
back on the bench on Saturday 
after three weeks out. 

“Roy Viner’s ripped his ham¬ 
string and Alex Blake, one of 
my stars from last season, is 
hardly ever there now 
because his work has 
changed. 

“It’s been horrendous 
and I don’t care if you’re a 
good team with a big 
squad, you’d struggle to 
cope with that. I’ve never 
known anything like it in 19 
seasons in management.” 

While some managers would 
be tempted to run for the hills, 
Leader is no quitter. 

“I can assure you that I don’t quit 


and I won’t quit,” he said. 

“After 11 games, we are where we 
deserve to be, but the backing for 
me and Stuart (assistant man¬ 
ager Stuart Doling) is there 
from the chairman and sec¬ 
retary. They know what 
we’re up against. 

“Winning’s a habit and 
losing’s the same, but I 
fight and scrap all my life 
and I want the players to do 
that too. Maybe we’ve got to 
dig in a bit more to get our¬ 
selves out of this. 

“It’s not about playing beauti¬ 
ful football, especially now the 
weather is turning, it’s about fight¬ 
ing for results. 


“We’ve got a hell-hole of a month 
coming up against Christchurch 
(today), Bemerton, Downton, 
Blackfield and Horndean, but if we 
can just get through November 
and get a few a few players back, 
things will turn for us, I can assure 
you.” 

Having taken the lead via a 
Geteski free kick at Fawley, 
Lymington were pegged back by a 
Zac Anderson leveller just before 
half-time and then beaten in the 
closing seconds when centre-back 
Rob Flooks headed home from a 
corner. 

“We lost concentration from the 
last kick of the game from a set- 
piece,” said Leader. 


“We’re making mistakes at both 
ends of the field but, apart from the 
Alresford game (a 4-0 defeat), the 
games we’ve lost have only been by 
the odd goal. 

“Fawley were the better team in 
the first half and deservedly got 
their equaliser, but we were 
undoubtedly the better side in the 
second half, yet it was them who got 
the winner.

RICHARD Hill would love to 
have kept departed strik- 
er/wideman Marvin 
Williams at the Silverlake 
Stadium. 

But it seems Eastleigh’s 
eyes were too big for their 
financial belly when it 
came to recruiting quali¬ 
ty players prior to his 
arrival as manager. 

Williams this week 
became the fourth 
player to leave during 
Hill’s short time at the 
Silverlake helm, sign¬ 
ing for Blue Square Bet 
South rivals Sutton United. 

There was no transfer fee 
involved but, with Williams 
having penned a two-year deal 
in May on his arrival from 
Salisbury City, his departure 
knocks another big chunk off 
the Eastleigh wage bill which 
had already been lightened by 
Daryl McMahon, Gary Elphick 
and Wayne Shaw moving to pas¬ 
tures new. 

Hill’s only permanent squad 
addition is former Winchester 
City utility man Leigh Mills who 
joined on non-contract terms. 

Shaw’s replacement, goalkeep¬ 
er Lloyd Anderson, was offloaded 
this week after the briefest of 
stays and replaced by Gillingham 
loanee Ross Flitney. 

And frontman Chris Flood, who 
has been transfer-listed since the 
summer, has moved to 
Maidenhead United on a month’s 
loan. 

Some fans fear the Spitfires now 
lack strength in depth for the 
promised promotion push. 

But with the Stoneham Lane 
club substantially over budget, 
Hill knew when he succeeded Ian 
Baird early last month that he 
would have to pull off a clever 
juggling act of delivering success 
on lesser finances. 

“I was well aware of the con¬ 
straints when I accepted the job 
and I had the opportunity to say

manager,”’ he said. 

In his very first interview Hill 
credited Baird for putting an 
excellent squad together, but he 
already knew that the club had 
overstretched themselves finan¬ 
cially to build it. 

“At most other clubs a quarter

of the squad is made up of 
younger lads from the reserves,” 
he said. 

“But at Eastleigh over the sum¬ 
mer everyone got used to having 
20-odd players around who could 

get into any other team in this 
league. 

“If you look at those 
who’ve left, they’ve all 
gone to clubs at the same 
level. Daryl McMahon 
went to Dover, Gary 
Elphick to Tonbridge 
and Marvin and 
Wayne Shaw to 
Sutton. 

“We had 22 play¬ 
ers here and people 
need to get their 
head around the 
fact that we had 
two teams here. 

“In my opin¬ 
ion, a club at 
this level can¬ 
not sustain car¬ 
rying that 
many players 
either finan¬ 
cially or from 
the point of 
view of players 
getting regular 
games. 

“In football 
management 
some deci¬ 
sions are 
' financially led 
and, as I have 
previously said, 
this football club is 
over budget and, despite popular 
belief, money is not readily avail¬ 
able. 

“I have to create my own funds 
from within the current budget 
whilst reducing it to a more sen¬ 
sible level. 

“The club is financially sound, 
but I have been set two tasks by 
the owner - firstly to achieve suc¬ 
cess on the pitch and, secondly, 
to achieve this on a lower budget. 

“All I have asked is to be given 
time to achieve this and I think 
this is the correct way for the 
football club to operate. 

“Ideally I’d like Marvin to have 
stayed and, if I could have moved 
on Chris Flood and Adam Everitt 
(both transfer-listed) I could 
have kept him. 

“But when clubs come in, they 
go for what they perceive to be 
your better players, the ones 
they believe will make a differ¬ 
ence. 

“Sutton also enquired about 
another player, but I said ‘no’.”

Destined 
to play 
for Royals 

HE MIGHT be a Hampshire 
Royals star, but had circum¬ 
stances been different James 
Vince might have been a 
footballing Royal. 

Vince was a promising 
player in Reading’s youth 
team before choosing cricket 
over football. 

“I played for Reading for a 
couple of years till I was 15, 
but then started playing at 
Hampshire and football fell 
away a bit,” he says. “I 
played up front and then 
centre-half but at that age I 
was one of the smaller, slow¬ 
er guys which is more of a 
problem in football than in 
cricket. 

“It got to the point where 
doing both was too much so 
I was pointed in the direc¬ 
tion of cricket.” 

Vince, pictured below, has 
not played football seriously 
since his school days. 

“We don’t even play foot¬ 
ball during warm-ups any¬ 
more because we’ve had a 
few injuries with the not-so- 
co-ordinated guys, like 
David Griffiths, falling over 



the ball!” he laughs. 

Like Saints fans, Vince is 
concerned at his club’s posi¬ 
tion in the Premier League 
table. It is not Reading but 
another team in blue-and- 
white-hoops that holds his 
footballing affections. 

“I’m sure I’ll fill up a few 
weekends watching QPR,” 
he says. “My dad grew up 
there and we used to have a 
box for a couple of years. 

“I’m hoping we won’t be 
down there at the end of the 
season but it’s not looking 
too good at the minute. On 
paper we should have 
enough to stay up but not 
from what I’ve seen, we’ve 
been fairly poor. Hopefully 
we can turn it around.” 

Vince intends to be at 
Loftus Road for Saints’ visit 
in three weeks’ time. 

“Adam Lallana comes to 
watch the cricket sometimes 
so we’ve got to know him a 
little bit and I saw Saints 
play Man United. They’ve 
played all right, but have 
just thrown away a few good 
positions.” 
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CONSIDERING he 
has just undergone a 
double knee opera¬ 
tion and supports 
QPR, James Vince is 
in very good spirits. 

It is a fortnight since 
Hampshire returned from 
South Africa following heavy 
defeats in their Champions 
League qualifiers against 
Auckland Aces and Sialkot 
Stallions. 

Since then, Vince has had a 
double knee arthroscopy to 
discover the extent of a condi¬ 
tion that caused him pain 
throughout Hampshire’s 
remarkable domestic season. 

“I had pain in my knees for 
12 months,” he reveals. 
“Nothing would stop me play¬ 
ing and it was especially sore 
after four-day games when the 
schedule was busy. 

“But nothing was showing up 
on the scans so they just want¬ 
ed to have a look inside to see 
what was going on. 

“I can’t pronounce the name 
of the condition 
[Chondromalacia Patellae] but 
don’t need further surgery. It’s 
caused by soft cartilage in the 
knee and is just something 
you’re born with. 

“It’s just unfortunate that my 
knees are like that. But with a 
good bit of rest hopefully it will 
just go away over time and the 
knees will be OK for the new 
year.” 

Vince will be back in the gym 
on Monday, but is just grateful 
to be walking again when we 
met at The Ageas Bowl. 

“For the first four or five days 
after the op I couldn’t really 
move,” he says. “I was bed- 
bound, so it’s nice to get on 
my feet. 

“But I’ve got to take it easy 


for the next couple of 
weeks, doing tedious exercis¬ 
es. It will be another month 
before I’m running.” 

Vince’s operation means he 
is unavailable for the England 
Performance Programme’s 
trip to India next month, but 
he hopes to be fit enough for 
the England Lions’ tour to 
Australia in the new year. 

“I had a big chat with [ECB 
lead batting coach] Graham 
Thorpe before we decided to 
go ahead with the knee 


surgery,” he continues. 

“He said I was in a group of 
people being looked at for the 
pre-Christmas development 
programme, which I was on 
last year. 

“But he felt it was right to 
get the knee sorted out now 
to stop it going on for a cou¬ 
ple of years. I don’t know if 
not being involved will jeopar¬ 
dise my A tour chances. 

“If I’m not involved I’ll look 
to get some outdoor cricket or 
work in the nets here. I’m 


unsure as to what the winter 
holds at the moment.” 

In an ideal world, Vince 
would still be at the 
Champions League, which 
concludes with Sunday’s final 
between Neil McKenzie’s 
Highveld Lions and Michael 
Lumb’s Sydney Sixers 
(CHECK) in Johannesburg. 

Has Vince been able to 
watch the tournament? 

“Bits of it but it’s frustrating, 
especially with the crowds 
being so much bigger, the IPL

teams playing and the biggest 
names in cricket being there,” 
he admits. 

“It was obviously disap¬ 
pointing that it was only a 
short-lived experience and we 
didn’t get the chance to show 
what we can do on the world 
stage with lots of people 
watching.” 

Hampshire were beaten by 
eight wickets against 
Auckland and lost the subse¬ 
quent dead rubber against 
Sialkot by six wickets.

“We were struck a bit by 
conditions,” says Vince, who 
made 11 and 18 in the 
respective defeats. “We knew 
South Africa pitches generally 
have more pace and bounce 
in them and because it was 
early-season out there that 
was even more the case. 

“We only had one warm-up 
game and a couple of prac¬ 
tice sessions and didn’t 
adapt quickly enough. 
Auckland had been out there 
a couple of weeks and I 


think that showed. 

“We fell short on the day 
and unfortunately the toss 
was a big factor, which was¬ 
n’t ideal. Hopefully we’ll get 
another chance in the future.” 

No county will be at the 
Champions League for at 
least the next two years, due 
to it clashing with the domes¬ 
tic schedule. 

“It’s a shame because it’s a 
taste of the next level and 
something every county 
wants to be involved in,” 


Vince continued. “We were 
looked after brilliantly and it’s 
a shame it can’t be worked 
out.” 

Hampshire’s exit at the first 
hurdle did at least mean the 
players could attend Danny 
Briggs’ wedding, which took 
place in Taunton two weeks 
ago, 48 hours after their 
return. 

“In a way it would have 
been nice not to have been 
there because it would have 
meant we had got through, 


but the fact we were knocked 
out and were able to get 
down there brought some 
smiles back,” says Vince, who 
also played with Briggs for 
several years at age-group 
level. 

“I had my operation the next 
day so couldn’t enjoy it as 
much as some of the others 
but it was a good day.” 

One day, Vince hopes to 
play alongside Briggs for 
England. 

“Danny’s been performing 


consistently well for a number 
of years and has been the 
leading wicket-taker on a cou¬ 
ple of Lions tours. 

“He was unlucky not to play 
earlier in hindsight and will be 
part of England’s future plans 
for many years. 

“I’ve been pleased with the 
start to my career but need to 
be pushing for regular England 
Lions places. If I can perform 
well there, England’s my main 
goal. 

“It’s a long way away but I’m 
aiming towards a good couple 
of years in all forms.” 

Vince does not need remind¬ 
ing of the contrast between 
his limited-overs and LV 
County Championship form. 

He enjoyed his most prolific 
List A season yet this year, 
scoring 533 runs at 59 as 
Hampshire won the CB40. But 
he still has a career average of 
less than 30 in the 
Championship after a disap¬ 
pointing return of 545 runs at 
30.3. 

“I prefer the one-day format 
slightly because I’ve been 
more successful at it, but I 
enjoy playing all forms,” he 
says. “Four-day cricket is 
something I’m still learning 
and want to get better at. 

“I want to be performing well 
in all forms.” 

Encouragingly, Vince will be 
studying a DVD of his only 
Championship century of the 
season, made in the final 
game at Derby, during his 
rehab. 

But how do you follow last 
season, one in which 
Hampshire won the Friends 
Life t20 and Clydesdale Bank 
40 trophies on unforgettable 
days at Cardiff and Lord’s. 

“It was a special achieve¬ 
ment from everyone,” recalls 
Vince. “If we were able to get 
promoted in the four-day stuff 
as well that would have been 
unbelievable but winning two 
trophies was an exceptional 
effort. 

“And now we know more 
about what division two crick¬ 
et’s about hopefully we can 
get promoted next year. 

“We were in the running in 
all three competitions this year 
but just couldn’t quite keep it 
going in the Championship.”

HAMPSHIRE batsman Neil 
McKenzie will attempt to 
complete a limited-overs tre¬ 
ble in tomorrow’s 
Champions League T20 final. 

Having won the Friends 
Life t20 and Clydesdale 
Bank 40 double with 
Hampshire, McKenzie, pic¬ 
tured below, was man-of-the- 
match for his unbeaten 46, 
from 28 balls, in the 
Highveld Lions’ semi-final 
win against Delhi 
Daredevils. 

Now he is preparing to 
take on a Sydney Sixers side 
including Michael Lumb fol¬ 
lowing the Aussies’ thrilling 
last-ball win against Titans 
on Friday night. 

Only his teammate Gulam 
Bodi has scored more than 
McKenzie’s 176 runs in the 
tournament. 

The veteran has found the 
gaps with regularity, but 
admits: “If I was a big hitter 



it would be a lot more fun, I 
could block a couple and 
then hit the ball out of town. 

“If I could I would definite¬ 
ly be hitting like Chris 
Gayle, don’t worry! But my 
strike rate’s up and I have a 
role in the side. 

“We’ve got a nice balance 
at the moment, you can’t 
have a team full of hitters or 
a team full of deflectors.” 

McKenzie’s Test career is 
long gone but he has proved 
that Twenty20 is not neces¬ 
sarily a young man’s game, 
with Hampshire as well as 
the Lions. 

“It’s a great format,” he 
continued. “Test cricket’s 
still up there, especially for 
myself at my age getting 
towards my end days. 

“It frees up a few shots and 
it really helps when you’re 
winning. We’ve tended to do 
quite well in the format over 
the last couple of years.” 

The CLt20 final will be 
played at the Wanderers, 
Johannesburg, on Sunday 
afternoon.

“It’s not something that we’ve worked 
on a lot.

JO OUT TO KEEP BEST

OLYMPIC medallists Tariku 
Bekele and Abel Kirui will lead 
the overseas visitors for the 
Bupa Great South Run on 
Sunday, but a head-to-head 
confrontation between four top 
British women led by Jo Pavey 
looks likely to overshadow 
their high-profile 

appearances. 

Bekele and Kirui, both 2012 
Olympic medallists, are the main 
contenders for the men’s title at the 
IAAF Gold Label event in 
Portsmouth. 

Apart from Mo Farah’s victory 
three years ago, the Bupa Great 
South Run has been dominated by 
African runners since German 
Stephane Franke claimed his 1998 
success. 

The sequence is likely to continue 
again this weekend with Kirui, 2012 
Olympic marathon silver medal¬ 
list, holding the benefit of course 
knowledge after achieving his per¬ 
sonal best of 46:40 in the event last 
year. Bekele, the 25-year-old 
younger brother of the legendary 
Ethiopian distance star Kenenisa, 
ran a slower 46:44 for the distance 
last year, but later posted an 
impressive mark of 43:35 which 
saw him win the Sao Paulo San 
Silvestre 15km (9.3 miles) on New 
Year’s Eve. 

“I’ve heard it’s a fast course 
which should suit my style of run¬ 
ning and the hamstring soreness I 
had is no longer a problem,” said 
Bekele, who was troubled by the 
injury in last month’s Lisbon Half 
Marathon. 

The two favourites face a predom¬ 
inantly overseas field, including 
former European Cross Country 
silver medallist Ayad Lamdassem 
of Spain, along with Irishman 
Alistair Cragg, who ran one of the 
best races of his career when plac¬ 
ing third at the Bupa Great South 
Run 2011. 

Leading the British challenge will 
be USA-based Andrew Lemoncello, 
who after a lengthy absence won 
last month’s Denver Half 
Marathon, followed with second 
position at the Bupa Great 
Edinburgh Run and Jonny Mellor - 
a surprise winner of last month’s 
Bupa Great Yorkshire Run. 

The women’s elite race promises 
to be a fascinating engagement with 
the evergreen 39-year-old veteran 
Pavey bidding to regain the title she 
won in 2006 facing a posse of much 
younger rivals, including fellow 
Team GB Olympians Julia 
Bleasdale and Claire Hallissey. 

Now she faces another major test 
after her fifth finish in last month’s 
Bupa Great North Run. Running 
with legs that were still weary after 
her London exploits was a com¬ 
mendable display and saw her first

Brit across the line in the world’s 
greatest half marathon. 

Pavey, now in full training for the 
fast approaching Yokohama 
Marathon on November 18, 
revealed she may again have tired 
limbs having stepped up her 
endurance preparations for the 
high profile Japanese race. 

“I’ve been concentrating my train¬ 
ing for Yokohama and it’s been pro¬ 
gressing very well,” said Pavey, 
preferring to stay at home in Devon 
rather than go to a traditional 
warm weather camp abroad. 

“Not going abroad before the 
Olympic Games worked very well 
for me and Gavin (her husband and 
coach) felt it would be the way 
ahead before my autumn 
marathon.” 

Pavey, despite her veteran status, 
has every intention of making a 


fifth successive Olympic Games 
appearance and is already planning 
the path towards the trip to Rio de 
Janeiro in four years’ time. 

“That is what our intentions are 
but you never know what’s around 
the corner, such as injuries and ill¬ 
ness,” she added. “But younger ath¬ 
letes can suffer just as well. 

“I know I’m there to be shot at by 
my fellow Britons and this is a 
good thing. But it is also very 
important to maintain my position 
as a world class runner and that’s 
my strategy in the next few 
years.” 

But the candidate most likely to 
cause an upset will be Gemma 
Steel, who in the last 18 months has 
emerged as the likeliest successor 
to Paula Radcliffe, Mara Yamauchi, 
Hallissey and Pavey, when stepping 
up to marathon distance. 


Steel, 26, has beaten all three 
world class stars in her rise to the 
top. Although finishing two posi¬ 
tions behind Pavey in the Bupa 
Great North Run, she went on to 
achieve a highly positive seventh 
place at the World Half Marathon 
Championships three weeks ago. 

Having set her ten miles personal 
best of 53:44 at the Bupa Great 
South Run 2010, she is clearly in 
shape to go much faster and may 
better the time of 52:46 which Pavey 
achieved six years ago. 

It promises to be an exciting 
domestic battle, but the British 
runners will be advised to keep a 
close eye on the overseas visitors 
led by former World Half 
Marathon champion Berhane 
Adere, along with Dorcus 
Inzikuru, Alessandra Aguilar and 
Nadia Ejjafini.

The six-year-old was a winning point-to- 
pointer but failed to make the expected impact 
when unplaced on his first couple of starts for 
Paul Nicholls. 

The champion trainer has obviously worked 
his magic since then, though, as Merrion 
Square has been making hay through the sum¬ 
mer with two wins at Newton Abbot. 

He was reported to have received treatment 
for a breathing problem and it evidently 
worked the oracle as he strolled home a clear 
winner in July.

He won off a mark of 120 at Newbury on New 
Year’s Eve last year but the handicapper ham¬ 
mered him for that three-and-a-quarter-length 
success, putting him up 131b. 

Rey Nacarado subsequently struggled in his 
next two starts but back down to 124 now, he 
looks to be on a much more suitable perch. 

He can be forgiven a slightly sub-standard 
effort on his final outing last term and can go 
well fresh here.
